J Methoxychlor. sometimes called 
Marlate—2 level tablespoons per 
gallon of water.) Or, 1% (or at 
least *s%) rotenone dust may be 
used. As these holes start from 
the topside of the leaves, the ap¬ 
plications of insecticides are made 
on top of the leave. 

Usually, one application does 
the work, but keep watching. 

Soon after that, the Mexican 
bean beetle may come. The con¬ 
trol ig the same as just giv*m 
BUT the spraying or dusting 
must be done so as to hit thp 
UNDERSIDES of ’.he leaves, with 
upturned nozzles. Do not use a 
sprayer in which J-4D has ever 
been used. 

At least TWO applications are 
needed, the FIRST when the 
first over-wintered adult beetles 
come onto the beans, and the 
SECOND. 10 days later. These 
two applications are usually 
enough, for the planting, but be¬ 
cause more beetle? may fly to the 
patch, close watch should be 
kept, and more spraying should 
lie done immediately. 

ror these two applications, two 
pounds of Methoxychlor are 
needed per acre, or from 50 to 
60 pounds of rotenone dust. 

CULTIVATION—As with anv 
other crop, cultivation is needed 
for stopping the weds. It should 
be shallow enough not to cut off 
roots, and far enough away from 
the rows to injure the plan’s 
Because of the danger of spread¬ 
ing disease that may be present, 
it is best to stay out of the beans 
when the tops are wet from any 
cause. 

All growers of TOP CROP snap 
beans should contact the county 
agent’s office in the next few 
days to place their name on the 
cooperative list There is a $1 
lifetime fee to belong to the co¬ 
operative and a rubber stamp 
with the grower’s name that is 
stamped on each basket costing 
$2. This should be turned in im¬ 
mediately so the county agent can

The Eisenhower administration 
had junked the Democratic 90 
percent fixed supports last year 
and substituted sliding supports 
down to 82'j percent. 

The vote of 206 to 201 recorded 
185 Democrats and 21 Republi¬ 
cans in favor of a return to high 
support levels, and 172 Republi¬ 
cans and 29 Democrats against 
such a change from the present 
administrations ttexiuiv price 
support program passed last year 
Under the present system, price 
supports on the basic crops such 
as wheat, corn, rice, cotton, to¬

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STATISTICS DON’T HELP 


(The Lexington Herald) 

It is often said that almost anything can be 
“proved” by statistics, and this seems to be prov¬ 
ing true in a “battle of statistics” that is now 
going on over the nation on the question of farm 
income. 

In compiling facts since the first of the year 
on the economic health of the nation’s farmers, 
statisticians have arrived at varying conclusions, 
some showing that the farmer was better off 
during 1954 than in 1953 and others showing 
that he is back where he was in 1936 or 1939 
The issue of whether farm income is up or down 
was started sometime ago when a business pub¬ 
lication quoted national figures showing that the 
per capita income of farmers was greater in 
1954. 

One set of statistics of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture shows that per capita farm in¬ 
come was up $4 from $914 in 1953, which hap¬ 
pens to be short of the per capita income of the 
country by better than $600. The department’s 


figures showed that farm income actually was 
down 3 percent last year, but the farm popula¬ 
tion decline 3 5 percent, giving each farmer that 
stayed on the farm four dollars extra even 
though farm income as a whole declined But 
these figures deal in the total or gross incomes 
of farmers. They do not allow for higher costs 
of fuel, fertilizer, labor and equipment. Net in¬ 
come was not higher. Department of Agriculture 
graphs show it fell 10 percent in 1954. 

A number of factors account for the drop in 
net farm income. Prices of farm products have 
declined, almost 25 percent since 1951. Through 
acreage controls, production has also declined, 
and the purchasing power of the farmer’s dollar 
also has declined. Through loss of foreign mar¬ 
kets, exports have declined by 30 percent in the 
past three years. 

A continued drop in farm population and a 
continued increase in the national population 
eventually may solve the problems of farm sur¬ 
pluses and income for those who stay on the 
farm, say about 1975. But this will not help the 
1955 hog producer, who is getting 10 cents a 
pound less for his hogs now than he did this 
time last year. It will not help the burley farm¬ 
er, who is taking a 25 percent acreage cut this 
year: nor the wheat farmer, who will take a 20 
. 

prices and acreage cuts. And statistics showing 
that farmers are better off in the face of falling 
prices, lowered income and loss of world mar¬ 
kets won’t help much either. 


PRODUCING PULPWOOD 

The South has become the pulpwood center 
of the nation, the University of Tennessee Ex¬ 
tension Service points out. Production of pulp- 
wood in this area has gone up from 1,000.000 
cords in 1930 to 16.500.000 cords in 1954. 

The report points out further that as the use 
of paper continues to grow, the paper industry 
is sure to become even more important to this 
region and with it the market for pulpwood and 
other timber products. 

“The only way to take advantage of this op¬ 
portunity is to get ready by planting trees on the 
rough areas of the farm and by practicing better 
forsetry on those areas already in woods,” the 
U. T. report concludes.

CIRCUS SNAKE LOST IN 70’S 

In the early 1870’s. John Rob¬ 
inson’s Circus, pulled by mules 
and horses and pushed by ele¬ 
phants, left the Bluegrass and 
took off through the mountains to 
West Liberty The exact time 
was July of 1873. They follow¬ 
ed the old State Road which be¬ 
gan a few miles east of Mt. Ster¬ 
ling, winding through Montgom¬ 
ery, Menifee and Wolfe counties 
to Hazel Green. When the cir¬ 
cus wagons got to where Morgan, 
Menifee and Wolfe counties join, 
they left the State Road and 
came down Little Blackwater 
creek with its rugged terrain and 
after traveling about four miles 
one of the wagons, which carried 
only one snake, a boa constrictor 
rbout fifteen feet long, turned 
over on its side and the door 
sprung open. The big snagc 
rolled out and took off down a 
ravine and into a cave. 

The circus crew decided it 
would be almost impossizle to re¬ 
capture the snake and came on 
to West Liberty with the rest of 
the show including four ele¬ 
phants, some lions and tigers and 
ether animals. They pitched the 
show tents on the east side of 
Licking River near the peddler’s 
grave. An unusually large crowd 
came from miles around as most 
of them had never seen big 
snakes, elephants and other ani¬ 
mals. The snake did not show 
and many were disappointed. 

It was a common rumor for 
years that a snake's trail had 
been seen in the sand while 
crossing the road. It was thought 
the snake came out after night 
and foraged for food, as some 
farmers in the neighborhoo: 
missed their shoats and lambs.

workers for their campaign." he 
charged. ‘And they fire the ones 
who don’t pay. Well, we’ll put 
them all back on—and the ones 
they keep we don’t want.” he 
said. 

“I’m going to put the Minimum 
Foundation Law in effect, and 
I’m not going to raise taxes. I’ll 
come back and ask the people. 
I’ll ask you where to get the 
money and what you want to do 
about it,” he said in his com¬ 
ment on schools. The average 
pay of teachers is only $2,200 in 
Kentucky, he said, “yet they 
have five times as much money 
as I had when I was governor. 
They want to put the sales tax 
back on you. but they're afraid 
to. Wetherbine and Clementine 
want to sell you a pig in a poke 
It’s still the voice of Jacob but 
the hand of Esau.” he declared. 

Referring to highways again, 
he said. “The Little Judge says 
he’s going to keep the same High¬ 
way Commissioner—w e 11. my 
God! The people can’t even get 
to see him.” 

Referring to the opposition's 
claims he had never served out 
his elective terms as Governor 
and Senator. Chandler promised,

East Kentucky is going into 
strawberry production in a big 
way. 

That was revealed in a Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agriculture 
survey released last week. 

The Big Sandy area—including 
Floyd, Johnson, Martin, Magof¬ 
fin, Lawrence, Pike, Perry, Es- 
till and Wolfe counties—will have 
between 400 and 500 acres for 
harvest in 1956. This year they 
have about 90 acres, which should 
yield from 75 to 85 percent of 
normal Normal in Kentucky is 
about 200 crates to the acre. 

The 400 to 500 acres won’t be 
harvested this year, because best 


plants are not allowed to pro¬ 
duce berries the first year. The 
blooms are picked off so that the 
plants can grow strong and 
spread before producing. 

The total Kentucky strawberry 
crop this year should yield^ibout 
278,000 crates of 24 quarts each, 
the survey forecast. That is up 
sharply from the 39,943 crates 
harvested last year. 

There will be a total increase 
in acreage harvested this year of 
about 1,700 over last year and 
about 4,560 acres of new plants 
will be ready for the 1956 har¬ 
vest. That represents an increase 
of 66 percent over 1954. the sur¬ 
vey showed. Some 3,715 acres 
will be harvested this year. 

There is some concern as to 
just what kind of market berries 
will find this year. Officially the 
berry crop from the whole coun¬ 
try is forecast at 14 percent 
above a year ago. However, some 
dealers said this does not reflect 
freeze damage in many parts of 
the country. 

Louisiana, an early shipping 
state, apparently was hard hit by 
a late freeze. So far only about 
450 carlots have been shipped, 
compared with more than 1,250 
cars last year. Louisiana har¬ 
vests about 10,000 acres. • 

A good omen, though, was the 
fact that berries on the Chicago 
wholesale market last week re¬ 
portedly opened at an average 
of S8.TO a 24-pint crate, up $4 to 
$4.50 over a year earlier. About 
the same was true of the Detroit 
market. 

First shipments in Louisville 
last week from Southern Ken¬ 
tucky brought $10 to $10.50 a 24- 
quart crate, about the same as 
the first of the season last year. 

Most Kentucky berries produc¬ 
ers ship in 24-quart crates while 
Louisiana and some other sec¬ 
tions use 24-pint crates. Some 
Kentucky producers, however, are 
changing to 16-quart crates. 


Early blooming berries in Ken¬ 
tucky also were nipped by the 
late spring freeze but the later 
blooming varieties suffered lit¬ 
tle damage, experts say. 

Areas of heaviest concentrated 
production in Kentucky include 
Bedford, with approximately 500 
harvestable acres: Greenville, 35 
acres: Licking Valley around 
Morehead, 420 acres: Louisville. 
220 acres: Southeastern area neat 
Somerset, 1.075 acres; South Cen¬ 
tral, around Bowling Green. 700 
acres; Paducah-Mavfield area, 400 
acres, and Northern Kentucky, 
around Covington. 160 acres.

producing and marketing straw¬ 
berries. The marketing season 
here follows Tennessee and Ar¬ 
kansas and is at the same time 
as Missouri and Southern Illinois. 

Local berries can be delivered 
in excellent condition to markets 
as far away as New England and 
Canada.

In this and other counties a 
number of Republicans have re- 
eently gone to the county court 
clerk’s office and registered as 
Democrats. Their purpose in 
changing their party affiliation 
at this time is to vote for Judge 
Bert Combs or “Happy" Chand¬ 
ler for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for governor. These good Re¬ 
publicans are gome to be disap¬ 
pointed when the August primary 
rolls around. 

Kentucky Revised Statutes pro¬ 
vides that: “Before a person shall 
be qualified to vote in a primary 
election, he must possess all the 
qualifications required of voters 
in a regular election. In addition, 
he most he a registered member 
ol the party whose ballot he 
seeks to vote, and must have been 
registered as a member of that 
party at the time of the preced¬ 
ing regular election.” 

Republicans who have changed 
their party affiliations since the 
last November election cannot 
be allowed to vote at all in the 
next August primary. They can¬ 
not vote for a Republican candi¬ 
date; because they are no longer 
registeied Republicans. They can¬ 
not vote for a Democratic candi¬ 
date; because they did not change 
their party affiliation before the 
regular election last November.

changing words, but the switch 
mirrors a change in thought 
about teaching language. Lan¬ 
guage arts is simply another way 
of saying composition, writing, 
grammer spelling, recitation and 
reading. These are subjects that 
deal with our use of words Call¬ 
ing them language arts emphasizes 
that they are all related, all part 
of one thing. Since studying one 
without the others wouldn.t make 
sense, instead of teaching them 
in a separate unrelated manner, 
teachers now combine them. 

When a story or article is writt¬ 
en it is necessary to know the 
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to use those words so they will 
make sense (grammer>. The hand¬ 
writing must be clear so others 
can read it. 

When a speech is made or some¬ 
one is simply relating a story, the 
same correct usage is necessary 
to make the meaning clear. In¬ 
stead of spelling and writing 
correctly, a person must speak 
clearly and use the tone of voice 
to make his meaning clear. 

Grammer, spelling and hand¬ 
writing taught separately are 
pretty dull and consquently diffi¬ 
cult to leant. They seem meaning - 
less to the child who cannot look 
ahead and see their importance. 
But when the child is trying to 
explain something either in writ¬ 
ing or aloud, he wants to know 
how to do it. He has a reason 
to learn When a child realizes 
that using correct grammer and 
spelling are as important in gfc.t- 
in a job done well as using the 
right wrench or screwdriver or 
hammer in certain other tasks, 
he is ready to acquire that know¬ 
ledge. 

The teacher makes the spell¬ 
ing list from words the child can't 
spell on his papers. The grammer 
lesson is built from the work of 
the paper or speech where the 
teacher sees the particular diffi 
culties each child has. Grammer 
is learned as the child needs to 
express himself. He doesn’t learn 
the rules by memory because it 
has been found that it doesn’t 
change his writing or speaking 
habits. 

Many hours are spent teaching 
the sounds of words, the use of 
dictionaries, and in memorizing 
tricky words. The words studied 
are always useful ones. 

Younger children need extra 
time geting their finger muscles 
to produce legible writing. Since 
these muscles develop slowly the 
child learns to letter frist because 
it is easier. As he grows older 
he does both lettering and writt- 
ing. Older children in their written 
papers concentrate on letters that 
can be written and read easily 
The beautiful euricues of grand¬ 
mother’s fluid script are gone 
with the bustle and fringed sur¬ 
rey. 

Children write when there is 
a need to write. Language is part 
of all school work. Students tell 
about frogs for science, prepare 
booklets filled with illustrations 
about pioneers, write for the 
school newspaper. Like all people 
children want to tell about their 
experiences. 

In high school pupils debate, 
take part in classroom panel dis¬ 
cussions, write criticisms of lit¬ 
erary works, and prepare research 
articles in science, history and 
the arts. Daily recitation in any 
class is excellent practice in ex¬ 
temporaneous speaking. 

Language is not only a means of 
communication but also a fine 
technique for obtaining pleasure. 
The child of any age loves using 
his imagination to create fanciful 
stories and poetry, thus introduc¬ 
ing himself to the rewarding ex¬ 
perience of creativity. Much gra¬ 
mmer and spelling are learned 
because the child wants to make 
something beautiful that pleases 
him and others. Some children 
with treat language difficulties 
can compose wonderful poems 
when they are allowed to forget 
the rules for a while. This is an 
opening wedge to greater learning. 

Thus language in today’s clas- 
room is as lively as the subject 
itself, as changing as tomorrow’s 
ideas, and as basic to good teach¬ 
ing as the need to communicate 
with others.
